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DETAILED ACTION 

Receipt of the papers filed on January 24, 2006, and February 8, 2006, is acknowledged. 
Applicant has elected claims 1-70 and 94-97 with traverse. Based on applicant's response, the 
following requirement for election of species is made. 

Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species: 
selection of the transition metal M in a Al-Cu-M or Al-Pd-M alloy where M is Fe, Ru, Ni, Mn, 
Cr or Co. The species are independent or distinct because a reference disclosing an alloy 
containing, for example, Fe as the transition metal M does not necessarily suggest an alloy with 
Ru as the transition metal. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, 1 is generic.
